York street, 
Hanover, was named by a coroner’s 
j jury at an inquest Monday afternoon 
as the driver of the car that struck 
and fatally injured Officer Charles 
H. Craven, a member of the Gettys­ 
burg detail of the state motor police 
the night of October 8 when he was 
j run dowm while on a midnight patrol 
I on the Lincoln highway. 
Lacking the testimony of one wit­ 
ness who had been summoned, but 
I failed to appear for the inquest, 
the coroner's jury returned a verdict 
in the death of Officer Joseph M 
Williams, who was killed in the same 
accident, stating that the policeman 
came to his death “in a manner un­ 
known to the jury." 
The inquest was conducted by Dr. 
Edgar A. Miller, Adams county cor­ 
oner. at the scene of the accident 
nearly five miles east of here. 
Mohr A ttends Inquest 
Mohr attended the inquest in the 
custody of Sheriff B. W. Spence 
and at the conclusion of that probe 
was taken before Justice of the 
Peace John H. Basehore for an im­ 
mediate hearing on the two charges 
of manslaughter which were filed 
against him following the officers’ 
deaths. 
The absence of the same 
witness who had not appeared at 
the inquest brought an indefinite 
continuance of the hearing until 
District Attorney John P. Butt re­ 
turns to Gettysburg, probably Wed­ 
nesday.
